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Three dead , many missing 
in central Europe floods 



VIENNA (AFP) - Three peo¬ 
ple have died and at least eight 
more were missing on Sunday 
as torrential rams lashed cen¬ 
tral Europe, triggering floods 
and landslides, disrupting 
transport and forcing hundreds 
to evacuate. 

Austria, Germany and the 
Czech Republic sent in army 
units to help with rescue ef¬ 
forts after rains reached record 
levels in some areas, while 
hundreds of'roads have been 
closed and rail services cut. 

Hie banks of' the mighty 
Danube nver burst in one area 
m Germany while dozens of 
towns have been put on flood 
alert across a large swathe of" 
central Europe. 

But despite the heavy rams, 
around 1Q□ 0 Bay era M uni eh 
fans joined in celebrations for 
their team's historic treble win 
in the European, league and 
cup titles 

In the Czech Republic, the 


government declared a state of 
emergency and released 300 
million korunas (13 million 
euros, $15 million) in disaster 
funds. Several hundred people 
had to be evacuated, as well as 
a hospital and the Prague zoo. 

Earners have been erected 
along the banks of the Vltava 
nver in Prague to prevent it 
from flooding, and the iconic 
Charles bridge was dosed 

G erm an Ck an c ell or Ang el a 
Merkel pledged federal gov¬ 
ernment support for the af¬ 
fected areas, while the army 
was sent in Id help in some 
towns m the east as water lev¬ 
els rose. 

Further downstream, Aus¬ 
trian towns including Linz and 
Melk were bracing for the 
worst, with some local author¬ 
ities fearing a repeat of the 
record floods in 2D Oil that 
caused damage of up to 7.5 bil¬ 
lion euros nationwide.

means to deploy robotic re¬ 
pairs and refueling, SSCO can 
provide the technology to 
more than double the life and

LIMA -Joran van der Sloot 
plans to wed Ins Peruvian girl¬ 
friend for love, his lawyer said 
on the weekend. His Peruvian 
girlfriend is Leydi Figueroa 
Uceda. who has visited Van 
der Sloottnjail 

Van der Sloot, a 2 5-year-old 
Dutch citizen, is serving 23 
years m prison for killing Pe¬ 
ruvian business student 
Stephany Flores, 21, in 2D ID 
after meeting her playing 
poker in a Luna casino 

When Ins term ends, he is 
also slated to be sent to the 
United States to face charges 
of extortion stemming from 
the unsolved disappearance of 
U S. citizen Nat alee Hollo wav 
in 2QQ5. 

"He is getting married for 
the simple reason that he is in 
love and wants to formalize 
it,” his lawyer Max Altez said 

Altez denied speculation 
the marriage was part of a 


gambit to help Sloot win per¬ 
manent residency or citizen¬ 
ship m Peru and thus avoid 
extradition to the United States 
when Ins current jail term 
ends, ad ding that the marriage 
could be held within the next 
few weeks if Van der Sloofs 
grandmother sends him his 
birth certi fr cat e an d l f Peruvi an 
authorities grant him a mar¬ 
riage license. 

Van der Sloot could spend 
less than a decade behind bars 
m Peru as the country often 
frees prisoners for good beha¬ 
vior after serving a third of 
their terms 

Prosecutors say Van der 
Sloot., who was arrested but 
never charged for the disap¬ 
pearance of hollo way, tried to 
get thousands of dollars m cash 
from Holloway's family m ex¬ 
change for information on the 
whereabouts of her body

Co-Workers of Roger Sluijter 
at die Save a Lot supermarket 
in Noord/Bubali were heart¬ 
broken to hear of the terrible 
accident of his little girl, Chloe 
Veronica, over Easter Sunday, 
tins year. Her father and 
brother Ryan found her nearly 
drowned in their pool on the 
holiday They credit their 
neighbor, "an angel who lives 
across die street," with keeping 
her alive, by administering 
CPF- to the baby during the en¬ 
tire 15 minutes of a frantic ride 
to Arub a's emergency room. 

Chloe Veronica regained 
her heartbeat and was imme¬ 
diately airlifted vs a air ambu¬ 
lance to Colombia for treat¬ 
ment in a more advanced Pedi¬ 
atric Intensive Care Unit, be¬ 
yond what Aiuba can offer. 
She remained there in a phar¬ 
maceutical coma for two 
weeks. Roger and her mother, 
Cindy w r ere in constant atten¬ 
dance. She finally emerged 
from the coma with severe di¬ 
sabilities. During her time in 
Bucaramanga, Colombia, the 
faintly celebrated their baby's 
2nd birthday together with 
hospital staff. 


Chloe Veronica was re¬ 
quired to remain in specialized 
care in Colombia for six 
weeks. Her parents report that 
on their return to Aruba many 
essential services and treat¬ 
ments needed to rehabilitate 
the child are being refused by 
the national health plan, AZV. 

Chloe requires 20 hours of 
therapy weekly to have any 
chance of regaining her motor 
skills; the AZV will only allow 
I hour per week, and that, is 
only for a limited period of 12 
weeks They also denied co¬ 
verage on the 10 types of me¬ 
dicines she needs and her sole 


food source, the intake of Pe- 
diasure through a tube to her 
stomach. 

The family is praying for 
her recovery, but tins will not 
be possible without extensive 
therapy and advanced care, 
which is being denied by their 
insurance Roger's colleagues 
and friends have formed the 


Care for Friends Foundation, 
uniting to help the family 


through this difficult time, and 
raise the desperately needed 
funds. Presently, die family is 
in Holland to investigate and 
pursue ah avenues of treatment 
for the recovery Baby Chloe 
Veronica.

Storm Season 2013 has arrived .... cont’a 



Pelican Pier 


Last week, official NOAA hur¬ 
ricane forecasters again pre¬ 
dicted an "'above average" 
storm season for 2013. They 
cited a 70 percent likelihood of 
13 to 30 named storms {winds 
of 39 mph or higher), of winch 
seven to 11 could become hur¬ 
ricanes (winds of 74 mph or 
higher), including three to six 
major hurricanes (Category 3,4 
or 5; winds of 111 mph or 
higher) These ranges are well 
above the seasonal average of 
12 named storms, six hurricanes 
and three maj or hurricanes 
Aruba learned its lesson in 
]QQ4 and an extremely close 
call with Hurricane Ivan, not to 
take anything for granted du¬ 
ring tire six-month peak storm 
season The island has not, m 
anyone's memory, suffered a 
direct hit from any of the major 
hurricanes that caused so much 


destruction and casualties that 
their names were retired, such 
as Ivan and Katrina. 

Aruba does maintain a Di- 
s aster Gffr c e sp ed h cally 
charged with coordinating ef¬ 
forts by Aruba's Meteorologi¬ 
cal Department, Fire and 
Police Departments and Red 
Cross, to be prepared and as¬ 
sist if a major storm threatens 
the island. They are always 
ready far action and suggest 
that residents be so as well. 
Primary advice is not tD wait 
for the approach of a major 
storm to stock up on canned 
goods, flash lights, lanterns, 
and batteries. Purchase a few 
items every week during regu¬ 
lar shopping trips before storm 
season, and then beat the pa¬ 
nicked rush when bad weather 
is looming and stores run out 
of necessary items. 


Establish a "dry room" in 
y o ur ho me, and b e awar e o f the 
location of shelters. Informative 
pamphlets in several languages 
regarding how to prepare can 
be obtained at island supermar¬ 
kets, Red Cross Headquarters in 
Dakota and at the disaster office 
on the out skills of Oranjestad 
next to Super Food Market. We 
are now in the midst of peak 
storm season, when sea surface 
temp erature shave go tten warm 
enough to contribute to die for¬ 
mation Df well-formed, orga¬ 
nized storm systems Each year, 
scientists are reporting wanner 
waters earlier m the season, 
which they believe is due to 
global warming, resulting in 
more frequent and physically 
larger storms of greater 
strength. Tins also contributes 
to longer and more intense hur¬ 
ricane seasons. 

Certain climate factors that 
contribute to strong Atlantic 


hurricane activity are a conti¬ 
nuation of the atmospheric cli¬ 
mate pattern, win oh includes a 
strong west African monsoon, 
that is responsible for the on¬ 
going era of high activity for 
Atlantic hurricanes that began 
m 1995. Add to that warmer- 
th an-average surface water 
temperatures in the tropical At¬ 
lantic Ocean and Caribbean 
Sea; and die fact that El Nino 
is not expected to develop and 
suppress hurricane formation; 
these are die circumstances 
that NOAA scientists take into 
consideration for their predic¬ 
tion for 2013. 

"Hus year, oceanic and at¬ 
mospheric conditions in die 
Atlantic basin are expected to 
produce more and stronger 
hurricanes,” said Gerry Bell, 
lead seasonal hurricane fore¬ 
caster with NOAA's Climate 
Prediction Center. “These con¬ 
ditions include weaker wind 


shear, warmer Atiantic waters 
and conducive winds patterns 
coming from Africa " 

Experienced storm watchers 
know during the beginning of 
“peak season 5 ' to keep a close 
eye on weatiier formations 
coming off die coast of Africa, 
p articularly if they form at lati¬ 
tudes of ten degrees north or 
less, these can be of concern to 
Aruban residents. As fronts 
travel west over the Ati antic 
and build m force over open 
water, they usually tend be 
drawn north by wind conditions 
and the magnetic pole. How¬ 
ever, a number of "low blow¬ 
ers' 1 such as Hurricanes Gilbert 
and Joan m 193S, which stuck 
to a straight western path across 
South America can readily af¬ 
fect Aruba’s weather, resulting 
in stormy days and rough seas. 
As die season progresses, maj or 
storms tend to form m die West¬ 
ern Caribbean m the Gulf of 
Mexico or Campeche of the Yu¬ 
catan Peninsula. Recent years, 
such as Hurricane Sandy of last 
year, has taught us that when it 
comes to storms, nature can still 
provide plenty of surprises, so 
it l s ws se to b e prep ared. For up - 
to-the-mmute advisories and 
warnings, check die website of 
Aruba's Meteorological Serv¬

At least 16 dead after rain, 
twisters lash mid-US 


OKLAHOMA -- Tornadoes 
killed at least 16 people in die 
US Midwest, including two 
children, officials have con¬ 
firmed, as flooding hampered 
cleanup efforts in Oklahoma, 
still recovering from a monster 
twister that struck last month 
Fnday night's storms bat¬ 
tered areas in and around Okla¬ 
homa City with high winds,

In Missouri, streets turned 
into rivers, with stranded cars 
submerged in water as high as 
their door handles in some

Hospitals in Oklahoma City 
reported 104 injuries, includ¬ 
ing five critical patients. 

The Weather Channel con¬ 
firmed at least three tornadoes 
touched down around St 
Louis, badly damaging homes 
but not causing any fatalities 

Tens of thousands were 
without power. Gov. Nixon de¬ 
clared a state of emergency. 
After touring the damage on 
Saturday, Nixon told The 
Weather Channel that h dozens 
of houses literally exploded" in 
Charles County, where an EF3 
twi ster ripped through

"Tire mam concern overall is 
twisting the hose until it breaks 
and leaks. So a lot of our han¬ 
dling procedures are meant to 
guard against this. We need to 
be certain we have not over¬ 
looked something such as not 
having enough slack in the 
hose, or enough in the mecha¬ 
nism that snaps the hose to 
stimulate it into motion We 
have already tested 111 cold, but 
not while flexing it. Just tested 
to see how well it insulates 
from the cold However, these 
procedures have not yet been 
tested in zero G,* explained Dr 
Chueng during an exclusive in¬ 
terview with THE MORNING 
NEWS. 

During the testing, a mecha¬ 
nism at one end will "push" the 
flexible hose once the team has 
entered into micro gravity. A 
motion capture system will then 
record how the hose acts. Dr 
Cheung reports they will do 
four flights, one each day, be¬ 
ginning tomorrow, June4, after 
a final review of procedures 
today Each flight will consist 
of 32 "parabolas," lasting one 
minute each. 

A parabola takes place when 
tire special Zero-G plane has at¬ 
tained an altitude of 34,000 
feet, at which p Dint it will dive 
for 10,000 feet During that 
dive, zero-g, absolute weight¬ 
lessness, will be achieved dur¬ 
ing the final. 30 seconds of the 
dive. Once the plane reaches 
24,000 feet, it will pull out of 
the dive, at which point the 
gravitation force will suddenly 
switch to the extreme of 2 g, 
which will literally pm all those 
on board tD the floor of the 
plane That is 32 times, during 
EACH flight, that Dr. Cheung 
and las colleagues, as well as a 
team Df science students from 
Oklahoma State University, 
will be bounced EU’ound like 
human ping-pong balls Each 
flight will last around three 
hours, weather permitting. "We 
may have to do two flights a 
day, if conditions interfere, or 
continue the tests through Sat¬ 
urday," he reports. 


Those taking Hie flight are 
being administered concen¬ 
trated shots of Scopolamine to 
control nausea and vomiting 
during the flight, a common 
side-effect of the continual 
chang e s in g- fa rce " You re ally 
don't want a hunch of people re¬ 
gurgitating during the flight. I 
have heard it is contagious, it 
only takes one to get everyone 
staited. Imagine our stomach 
contents floating around during 
zero-g!" For these reasons, tire 
passengers are warned to go on¬ 
board with empty stomachs "I 
have been told we should expect 
tD return from the flight very 
tired and extremely hungry" 
Despite what doesn't sound 
like much fun. Dr. Cheung and 
Itls colleagues are veiy excited 
about, their upcoming experi¬ 
ence "When the mission was 
approved, everyone in my de¬ 


partment suddenly became my 
best friend, in the hopes of 
being selected to accompany 
me for the zero -g flights" he re¬ 
vealed. "1 admit, we are space 
nerds Going into zero-g is a 
dream come true. ‘

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Blair warns of "profound,

British prune minister Tony 
Blair warned Sunday that the 
Islamist i decdo gy allegedly be¬ 
hind tire murder of a British 
soldier m a London street was 
“profound and dangerous". 

Blair, now an international 
Middle East peace envoy, said 
it was tune to admit tire bread th 
of a "strain within Islam" har¬ 
bouring views incompatible 
with free societies 
Blair, a Roman Catholic who 
says he reads the Koran daily, 
said most Muslims in Britain 
would be horrified at tire mur¬ 
der of Lee Rigby on May 22. 

“There is not a problem with 
Islam," he wrote in The Mail 
on Sunday newsp ap er. 

"There is a problem within 


Islam -- from the adherents of' 
an ideology which is a strain 
within Islam. And we have to 
put it on the table and be honest 
about it. 

; I am afraid tins strain is not 
the province of a few extrem¬ 
ists It has at its heart a view 
about religion and about the in¬ 
teraction between religion and 
politics that is not compatible 
with pluralistic, liberal, open- 
minded societies 

"At tire extreme end of the 
sp ectrum are terrorists, but the 
world view goes deeper and 
wider than it is comfortable for 
us to admit. So by and large we 
don't admit it. 3

Red Cross can enter Qusayr 
after fighting ends: Syria 



DAMASCUS (AFP) - Syria 
will allow the Red Cross to 
enter Qusayr to aid trapped 
civilians only after the end of a 
regime assault an the embattled 
town, its foreign minister told 
the UN chief Sunday 
"Syrianauthorities will allow 
the Red Cross in cooperation 
with the Syrian Red Crescent 
access to tire area immediately 
after the end of military opera¬ 
tions," Wahd Muailem told 
Ban Ki-moon, state news 
agency SAN A reported. 

On Saturday, Ban expressed 
concern about civilians trapped 
in the town in central Homs 
province, where regime forces 
backed by Lebanon's Hezbol¬ 
lah militant group began an as¬ 
sault two weeks ago 
SANA said Muailem voiced 
"surprise at the concern being 
expressed over the situation in 
Qusayr, given that no one ex¬ 
pressed tins concern when ter¬ 
rorists took control of tire city 
and the surrounding area." 


He accused "terrorists," the 
government's term for rebel 
fighters, of "committing the 
most heinous crimes against 
citizens for the past IS 
months," SANA said 

“ What the Syrian Arab Army 
is doing is to free these citizens 
from the terrorism of these 
armed terrorist groups and re¬ 
turn security and stability to 
Qusayr and the surrounding 
area," Muailem added. 
International aid groups and 


the UN have said between 
1,00 D to 1,50 D injured Syrians 
are trapped inside Qusayr 
along with parts of its civilian 
population of around 25,000 
people. 

The town is a key strategic 
post for both the regime and 
rebels because it lies along the 
route between die capital Dam¬ 
ascus and tire sea and near the 
Lebanese border, serving as a 
conduit for rebel weapons and 
fighters 


Uruguay urges support 
for Colombia peace 


process 

MADRID (AFP) - Uruguay's 
president has urged the interna¬ 
tional community to do all it can 
to back die peace process be¬ 
tween Colombia and leftist 
rebels amid fears that the talks 
could collapse, in an interview 
published Sunday in Spain 

Hie first peace negotiations m 
a decade between Colombia and 
die FARC began m Oslo m Oc¬ 
tober and have since continued 
in die Cuban capital. 

But tn a fresh s etb ack, 
Venezuela - a facilitator of talks 
between the rebels and the 
Colombian government -- has 
recalled its representative to die 
peace talks in Havana in protest 
against a meeting Wednesday in 
Bogota between Colombian 
President Juan Manuel Santos 
and Venezuelan opposition 
leader Hennque Capnies. 

Capnles and Venezuelan Pres¬ 
ident Nicolas Madura are locked 
in a bitter dispute over the out¬ 
come of April 14 presidential 
elections to replace die late Hugo 
Chavez. 

"We are at a crossroads, die 
most important thing happening 
in Latin America is the attempt 
to build peace in Colombia. It is 
one of die most important things 
that have happened in recent 
decades and we have to do 


everything to help," Uruguayan 
President Jose Mojica told daily 
Spanish newspaper El Pais. 

T1 le 1 efti st 73 -year-ol d prai sed 
Santos as "ail open man" who 
"should receive wann support 
from die international commu¬ 
nity". 

The peace talks are currently 
in recess and are set to resume 
June 11 

They are the fourth attempt 
since the 19 80s to bring peace to 
Colombia, winch has been at 
war since the rebels took up arms 
in 1964 m a peasant insurrection 

The two sides announced on 
May 26 a deal on "land access 
and use" and the "regulansstion 
of property" winch was wel¬ 
comed by the United Nations 
But the negotiations are taking 
place without a ceasefire and 
tiiey still face many obstacles, in¬ 
cluding whether die rebels :an 
avoid jail before returning to 
civilian life, die FARC's role in 
drug trafficking, disarmament 
and compensation for victims. 

The government's previous at¬ 
tempts at peace in die past 30 
years have failed. In 1984, the ri¬ 
vals managed to agree an a 
ceasefire, but it ended three 
years later after a wave of assas¬ 
sinations of elected officials 
dose to die FARC

New hope for melanoma, 
colorectal cancer treatment 
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Drug offers first hope for 
advanced cervical cancer 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A new 
cervical cancer drug offers the 
first good hope of extending 
life for women with advanced 
stages of the disease, accord¬ 
ing tD a study published. 

Exi sting chemotherapy 
regimes are largely ineffective 
against advanced stages of cer¬ 
vical cancer, winch kills 
250,000 women worldwide 
every year. 

That's why early screen¬ 
ing is so critical — regular 
Pap smears have managed to 
reduce deaths in wealthy 
countries by SO p ercent. 

"Women with advanced cer¬ 
vical cancer don't, have many 
options, 11 said lead study au¬ 
thor Krishnansu Sujata 
Tewan, a professor of obstet¬ 
rics and gynecology at the 
University of California 
Irvine 


TSie study found that women 
wiiD were given the drug beva- 
ci sum ah (Avastm) along with 
their chemotherapy prolonged 
survival to an average of 17 
months, compared with 113 
months far those who only re¬ 
ceived -chemotherapy. 

The phase III dim cal trial of 
452 women found that 4 £ p er- 
cent of patients who received 
the drug saw their tumors 
shrink, compared with 3d per¬ 
cent of those who did not 

Hie results also indicated 
tliat the survival benefit did 
not come at the cost of dimin¬ 
ished quality of life. 

It offers “the first ever treat¬ 
ment to extend the lives of 
women with aggressive cervi¬ 
cal cancer," said ASCO 
spokeswoman and gyneco¬ 
logic cancers expert Carol 
Aghajaman. 


Genentech's drug beva- 
cizumab is currently approved 
by US regulators for use in 
several advanced cancers, hut 
lias not yet been approved for 
gynecological cancer It works 
to block blood vessel forma¬ 
tion m the tumor. 

Tewan said he hopes the re¬ 
sults are strong enough to gam 
approval for the drug to be 
used with cervi:al cancel' pa¬ 
tients. 

Thanks to early detection 
and treatment, cervical cancer 
only kills 4,000 women a year 
in the United States. 

But for tha se who do not re¬ 
spond to treatment, the situa¬ 
tion is grim 

“Women die m the prime 
years of their lives and children 
lose their mothers," Tewan 
said. 

Bevacizumab is likely too 
costly to help the bulk of ad- 
van c ed : ervi cal can cer p ati ents 
who live in developing coun¬ 
tries, Tewan acknowledged 

Help could nonetheless 
eventually reach them now that 
scientists know that, blocking 
blood vessel formation can im¬ 
pact advanced cervical cancer. 

A second study released of¬ 
fered hope to women in devel¬ 
oping countries who rarely 
have access to early screening 

Researchers in India were 
able to reduce cervical cancer 
rates by 31 percent, by using a 
simple, cheap vinegar test that 
can he administered by com¬ 
munity health workers and de¬ 
livers instant results 


CHICAGO (AFP) - New hope 
far the treatment of melanoma 
and colorectal cancer was pre¬ 
sented at a major cancer re¬ 
search conference in Chicago 
Saturday. 

'New targeted and im¬ 
munotherapy drugs are emerg¬ 
ing as viable strategies for 
halting the progression of 
these difficult diseases." said 
Gregory Masters, a medical 
oncologist at tire Hel en F Gra¬ 
ham Cancer Center in 
Delaware 

Three major studies pre¬ 
sented at the American So ciety 
of Clinical Oncology annual 
conference showed promising 
results far treating melanoma 

Melanoma, winch is ex¬ 
pected to cause nearly 9,500 
deaths in the United States this 
year, is typically found in the 
skin. 

It becomes one of the hard¬ 
est cancers to treat when it af¬ 
fects the eye. 

Researchers believe they 
have found the first drug able 
to tackle advanced melanoma 
of the eye 

An early phase II clinical 
study of 93 patients found As¬ 
traZeneca's drug selumetmib 
led tumors to shrink for half 
the patients who used it.. 

It also more than doubled 
the amount of time -- tD 15.9 
weeks - it took for the disease 
tD worsen when compared 
with patients who received a 
drug developed to fight 
mel an oma o f the skin Th e me - 
dian survival rate rose to 10.S 
months from 9.4 months. 

Ei ght p revi o us clime al 
studies had shown tumor 
shrinkage in only two of the 
157 patients tested. 

A second study found that 
Bristol -Myers Squibb's drug 
nivolumab -- which targets a 
receptor on the surface of T- 
cells to boost the body's im¬ 
mune response to cancer -- 
helped late-stage melanoma 


patients who did not respond 
to traditional therapy 

The expanded phase I study 
of 107 patients found that. 30 
p er cent exp en, en ce d tumo r 
shrinkage, compared with his¬ 
torical response rates of five to 
ID percent, while median sur¬ 
vival rates exceeded those of 
recently approved melanoma 
drugs. 

" I think nivolumab is a real 
breakthrough drug for patients 
with met ast ati c mel anom a and 
probably for other diseases, 
too,' said lead author Maria 
Sznol, a professor of medical 
oncology at the Yale Cancer 
Center m Connecticut. 

A third study found patients 
with metastatic melanoma in¬ 
creased their survival chances 
by 35 percent when Sanofi's 
white blood cell booster GM- 
CSF (Leukine) was combined 
with an increased dose of Bris¬ 
tol-Myers Squibb's im¬ 
munotherapy drug ipiliniumab 
(Yeivoy). 

The phase II study of 245 
patients also found that those 
receiving the drug combina¬ 
tion had fewer serious side ef¬ 
fects, particularly lung and 
gastrointestinal toxidties 

Meanwhile, a phase III 
study o f 59 2 p ati ents with col¬ 
orectal cancer showed that 
Merck's cetuximab (Erbitux) 
gives patients a roughly four- 
month survival advantage over 
those who take Genentech's 
bevacizumab (Avastin). 

While the median time for 
Die disease to grow after treat¬ 
ment was about 10 months 
with both drags, the overall 
survival rate for patients taking 
cetuximab was :2S 7 months 
compared to 25 months for 
those using bevacizumab. 

Both drugs are already ap¬ 
proved for use as an initial 
treatment when combined with 
chemotherapy, and this is the 
first study to suggest that ane 
is superior.

US, China to hold reg¬ 
ular talks on hackings 
White House 


HEW YORK (AFP) - "Hie 
United States and China have 
agreed to hold regular, high- 
level meetings aimed at setting 
standards for behavior on cy¬ 
ber s e cunty and ca mm erci al 
spying, the White House con¬ 
firmed Sunday. 

The talks - first rep oiled by 
The New York Times - have a 
’Aide agenda, focusing not just 
on hacking but also on devel¬ 
oping ground rules for operat¬ 
ing m cyberspace, an official 
to Id AFP 

In its report Saturday, the 
Times said the talks are the 
“first diplomatic effort to de¬ 
fuse the tensions over what the 
United States says is a daily 
barrage of computer break-ins 
and theft, of corporate and gov¬ 
ernment secrets." 

An unnamed senior US offi¬ 
cial involved m negotiations to 
hold the regular meetings told 
die newspaper that "we need to 
get some norms and rules. " Tire 
first talks were set for July. 

The development comes 
ahead of President Barack 
Obama's informal summit with 
Chinese President Xi Jinping 
on Friday in Rancho Mirage, 
California, the first since Xi 
took office in March. 


"American officials say they 
do not expect the process to im¬ 
mediately yield a significant re¬ 
duction 111 the daily intrusions 
from China," the Times sad 

But "it is a serious issue that 
cannot simply be swatted away 
with talking points," sad the 
unnamed US official, who 
noted that the meetings would 
focus primarily 011 the theft of 
intellectual property from 
American comp anies. 

In Singapore an Saturday, 
US Defense Secretary Chuck 
Hag el accused China of wag¬ 
ing cyber espionage against the 
United States, raising pressure 
on Beijing over the issue ahead 
of Obama and Xi's meeting. 

The Pentagon chief, speak¬ 
ing at a security forum at¬ 
tended by senior Chinese 
military officials, pointedly 
blamed Beijing and its armed 
farces for repeated intrusions 
into sensitive US information 
systems. 

Ha gel's remarks came just 
days after China's defense 
ministry dismissed a Pentagon 
report accusing Chinese hack¬ 
ers af accessing US weapons 
designs.

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Online Muslims more open to Western 
culture: poll analysis 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Muslims outside the United 
States who use the Internet are 
mare likely to have a favorable 
opinion of Western popular 
culture than those who don't go 
online, the Pew Research Cen¬ 
ter said. 

Crunching the numbers of 
its recent wide-ranging survey 
of Muslims 111 39 countries, the 
Pew Forum an Religion and 
Public Life found a medi an of 
13 percent of respondents use 
the Internet at home, work or 
scho ol 

Internet use varied widely, 
however, between the African, 
Asian, European and Middle 
Eastern nations surveyed -- 
from two percent in 
Afghanistan to 59 percent in 
Kosovo 

Focusing on 35 countries 
with enough Muslims using 
the Internet to allow a detailed 
analysis. Pew found that Mus¬ 
lims who go online are more 
inclined to like Western 
movies, music and television. 

"They are (also) somewhat 


less inclined to say that West¬ 
ern entertainment is harming 
morality in their country," said 
Pew, which postedits analysis 
on its www p ewforum 0 r g 
website. 

That remained the case 
even when such factors as age, 
education and gender were 
taken into account, the poll¬ 
sters said 

The difference was espe¬ 
cially marked m countries like 
Kyrgyzstan, Senegal, Russia 
and Indonesia, where Internet 
users were at least 30 percent¬ 
age points more like to have a 
p q siti v e vi ew 0 f Western en¬ 
tertainment 

Muslims online tended to 
be younger and better edu¬ 
cated than those who don't use 
the Internet, and men slightly 
outnumbered women. 

Internet use did not appear 
to make much difference in 
M u slim s' mt erp retati a ns 0 f 
their faith, allhough those who 
are online were "somewhat 
more likely 1 ' to see things in 


common between Islam and 
Christianity, Pew said

Cross-border lending 
shrank in 2012 


ZURICH {AFP} - Cross-border 
lending fell by 1.2 percent in 
die fa urtii quarter a f 2 Q12 from 
die previous three months, the 
Bank for International Settle¬ 
ments said yesterday. 

The Swiss-based BIS -- 
often dubbed the central 
bankers' central hank - said in 
its quarterly statistics that such 
loans fell by $345 billionm the 
October to December period 
Taking the fall into account, 
die total sum of cross-border 
loans stood at $29.3 trillion at 
die end of 2012, down by 1.9 
percent on die level a f 2011 
"Across all reporting areas, 
banks curbed their cross-bor¬ 
der exposure to advanced eco¬ 
nomies but increased it to 
emerging market economies 
and offshore financial centers,' 


the BIS noted. 

The fall in activity was par¬ 
ticularly marked for euro-de¬ 
nominated loans, it sad 

Its figures showed that 
cross-border lending to banks 
m the 17-nation euros one 
shrank by 5.2 p ercent, the third 
successive quarterly fall. 

Cross-border lending to 
British banks also fell by 2.(5 
percent, after having re¬ 
bounded in die previous quar¬ 
ter, and dropped by 5.2 p ereent 
in the United States 

Japan was a notable excep¬ 
tion among advanced econo¬ 
mies. with lending to its banks 
rising by 7 7 percent. 

The BIS underlined that die 
fall m cross-border inter-bank 
lending was more pronounced 
than m previous year s

Swiss central bank head says no 
mission to save ailing banks 


ZURICH (AFP) - Switzer¬ 
land's central bank has no mis¬ 
sion to save troubled banks, its 
president told la cal media yes¬ 
terday, as a string of the coun¬ 
try's financial institutions face 
potentially massive fines over 
secrecy rules. 

Earlier this week, the small 
alpine nation struck a deal with 
the United States to enable 
Swiss banks to circumvent 
some elements of secrecy laws 
and turn over key information 
to US authorities. 

Washington has repeatedly 
accused Swiss banks of com¬ 
plicity in tax evasion, since 
they hold billions of dollars be¬ 
longing to American citizens 
accused of hiding away tax¬ 
able income from the US re¬ 
venue service 


Tire details of the sum the 
banks will have to pay US au¬ 
thorities m order to win legal 
closure is not yet known, but 
Swi ss me di a have rep diI ed that 
the overall figure could hit 10 
billion Swiss francs ($10.5 bil¬ 
lion, £.0 billion euros) 

"Tire (Swiss) National 
Bank do es not have as a task to 
save banks when they go insol¬ 
vent," Thomas Jordan was 
quoted as saying in an inter¬ 
view with the Schweiz am 
Sonntag newspaper 

He stressed however, that 
the bank's mandate is to con¬ 
tribute to tire stability of the 
country's financial system. 

A bill on tire deal will be 
put to parliament later this 
month an d tli e impi eni art ah on 
of its pro visions will be limited 


to one year 

With the global economic 
crisis having put tax havens 
into sharp focus, Switzerland 
has fought, to defend its long- 
chenshed principle of banking 
secrecy by giving ground in 
some areas but declining to 
allow the automatic handover 
o f account details 

Tire government said that 
wink the names of US clients 
can be handed over automati¬ 
cally, their account details can 
only be disclosed if Washing¬ 
ton makes a specific request 
under rules related to the pur¬ 
suit of tax dodgers. 

Previous reports have said 
the 300 banks in Switzerland 
would b e ranked by their level 
of alleged complicity in tax 
evasion.

Hie 26-year-old "Blade Run¬ 
nel"" claims be shot his lover 
Reeva Steerikamp through a 
locked bathroom door in die 
early hours of February 14 after 
mistaking her for an intruder, 
and has assembled some of 
country's best legal names for 
lus defence. 

But the prosecution argues it 
was premeditated murder, a 
crime that carries a maximum 
sentence of life in prison. 

PisEonus, who became an in¬ 
spiration to millions as die first 
double amputee Ea compete 
against able-bodied athletes at 
the Olympics last year, is cur¬ 
rently out on bad of one million 
rand ($99,0GO, 76,000 euros) 

On Friday, Britain's Sky 
News television released leaked 
images showing the bloodied 
bathroom of Pistorius's luxury 
Pretoria home where 39-year- 
old Steenkamp was shat thr ee 
times in the dead of night.
